! shot in Los Angeles June 5,1968. 
I and died the next day. He had 
i just received a boost in his cam ­ 
paign for the Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination with a vic­ 
tory in the California prim ary. 
Navy Lt. Joseph P. Kenndey 
Jr. was killed in action Aug. 12, 
1944. He was piloting a plane as­ 
signed to knock out Germ an V2 
rocket bases when the craft ex­ 
ploded.

WASHINGTON (Ai*) - An 
agreem ent returning Okinawa 
to Japanese control in 1972 is 
expected to leave open the ques­ 
tion of possible future American 
use of the U.S. military base on 
the island for nuclear weapons. 
No official announcement has 
been made on the touchy ques­ 
tion of nuclear weapons on Oki­ 
nawa, but the m atter has been 
settled in principle, according to 
reliable sources. 
Japanese Prim e Minister Ei- 
saku Sato and President Nixon 
are to begin talks Wednesday on 
returning 
Okinawa 
to Japan 
within three years, although it 
will be Friday before any word 
of the nuclear issue is released. 
It 
is 
believed 
Japan 
(las 
agreed to permit the effective 
use of Okinawa as a U.S. base 
in the event of an emergency in­ 
volving the defense of Japan 
and areas vital to the defense of 
Japan. 
What would constitute “effec­ 
tive use” would not be decided 
until tile circumstance arose, 
and then only after full consul­ 
tation between the two govern­ 
ments, it was learned. Terms of 
the agreement are expected to 
be very general. 
It already had been agreed 
that the military base will re­ 
m ain as a U.S. facility, with the 
presence of the nuclear weapons 
the controversial item. 
Technical talks were conduct­ 
ed here Monday between Rich­ 
ard Snieder, U.S. special minis­ 
ter in charge of Okinawa af­ 
fairs, and Fumihiko Togo, direc­ 
tor general of the American af­ 
fairs bureau in Japan’s minis- 
tery of foreign affairs.

SAIGON (AP) — Sou til Viet­ 
namese forces today claimed 
273 North Vietnamese killed in 
two battles in the Bu Prang-Duc 
Lap area of the central high* 
lands. U.S. artillery and planes 
did most of the killing. 
The heaviest fighting was two 
miles east of Bu Prang, where 
243 enemy were reported killed.

namese casualties in the day­ 
long battle Monday were only l l 
wounded because each time the 
government troops m et stiff re­ 
sistance, they pulled back and 


called on American aircraft and 
artillery. 
The government claim of 243 
North Vietnamese killed was 
somewhat suspect. A search aft­ 
er the battle turned up only six 
weapons and aerial observers 
counted some of the enemy 
dead. 
In the other battle, five miles 
south of Due Lap, 30 North Viet­ 
namese were killed while South 
Vietnamese casualties were sev­ 
en killed and ll wounded. 
Government forces sweeping 
the battlefield at Bu Prang re­ 


ported finding some bodies of

Vietnamese 
soldiers 
chained to trees and to each oth­ 
er to keep them from retreating 
under the onslaught of Ameri­ 
can firepower.

Won't Hear 


Protesters 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court, on a 7-1 vote, 
let stand Monday the conviction 
of four University of Kentucky 
student protesters who blocked 
a university office in which the 
Defense Intelligence A g e n c y 
was holding recruiting inter 
views. 
Justice William 0. Douglas, 
alone, favored hearing the four 
protesters and their attack on 
the state’s breach-of-peace law. 
The court majority, consisting 
of all the other justices, said in 
explaining their action only that 
the appeal had been dismissed 
“for want of jurisdiction.” 
This means the majority felt 
the issue was not one that the 
court could properly consider. 
The four students, Dan Sheri 
dan O’Leary III, William Mur 
rell, Khristina Lewis and Rob 
ert A. Woock, were arrested by 
campus police in 1967 for refus 
ing to leave the doorway of a 
university office in which the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency 
was 
holding recruiting inter 
views. 
They were fined $75 on convic 
tion and Kentucky courts dis 
missed their claims that the law 
was unconstitutionally v a g u e 
and ambiguous.

'Regulated' 


In Greece 


ATHENS (AP) — The Greek 
regime announced Monday new 
press regulations that include 
penalties ranging from three 
months in jail to confiscation of 
an offending publication. 
The military-controlled gov­ 
ernment also ordered the end of 
tax privileges for the nation’s 
newspapers, thus putting them 
on the same tax scale as other 
Greek businesses. 
Both acts take effect Jan. I. 
The 101-article press law in­ 
troduces what is described ai 
the principle of individual re­ 
sponsibility of the publisher, ed­ 
itor in chief, editors and car­ 
toonists for the accuracy of 
what is published. Another sec­ 
tion of the law, dealing with 
journalists and their profession­ 
al responsibilities, is to be pub­ 
lished at a later date. 
Among the type of article 
deemed illegal are those that in­ 
sult the king and members of 
the royal family, tend to incite 
revolutionary action and over­ 
throw of the regime, expose mil­ 
itary or state secrets, revive old 
political passions, distort offi­ 
cial documents, shake public 
confidence in the economy and 
support outlawed parties ar or­ 
ganizations. 
Ioannis Agathangelou, alter­ 
nate 
minister 
to 
Premier 
George Papadopoulos, said Sat­ 
urday that the new law was in­ 
tended to “protect the nation 
from elements that corrupt the 
soul and abuse press freedom 
and to eliminate bribery or ille­ 
gal business dealings.” 
Greek publishers so far have 
declined comment on the new 
regulations, saying they want to 
study them further.

NEW YORK (AP) - One hun­ 
dred and one years ago the Jap­ 
anese emperor issued an advi­ 
sory to his people to “discard 
misguided 
practices 
of 
the 
past." He encouraged them to 
“ seek new knowledge from the 
rest of tile world.” 
The 
Japanese 
economy 
is 
growing at an amazing rate, 
somewhere around 13 or 14 per 
cent in real dollars. And the 
way 
Japanese 
manufacturers 
arc plow ing money back into ex­ 
panded facilities, that rate may 
continue for years. 
Match this against a rate of 5 
cr 6 per cent which most nations 
would be happy to achieve but 
seldom do. Japan’s rate is twice 
tliat of its competitors. 
Rising from economic devas­ 
tation following World War II, 
this island nation that is physi­ 
cally smaller than California, 
achieved by 1955 a production 
rate equal to that of its immedi­ 
ate pre-war years. But even 
faster growth was ahead, and 
Japan is now tile third largest 
industrial 
power 
behind 
the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
It leads the world in shipbuild­ 
ing, production of cotton yarn, 
motorcycles, cameras, sewing 
machines, watches and radios. 
It is tile second largest producer 
of automobiles, turbine genera­ 
tors, artificial fibers and televi­ 
sion .sets. And it is third in steel, 
paper, cement and oil refinery 
products. 
With such an abundant output, 
Japanese businessmen arc scur­ 
rying about tile world selling 
their products and, in many in­ 
stances. scaring the daylights 
out of domestic companies. 
There is a reason for the zeal 
with which Japanese business­ 
men approach foreign sales. Ja­ 
pan must export or perish. If its 
goods arc not bought abroad, 
the nation could not afford to 
import its basic foods and raw 
materials.

District Court here Monday on 
behalf of six Hayes pupils dis­ 
ciplined for wearing black arm­ 
bands to school. Five were sent 
to the principal’s office and a 
sixth was suspended indefinite­ 
ly. 
The suit seeks temporary and 
permanent court injunctions pro­ 
hibiting the school officials from 
interfering with what the ACLU 
says are the constitutional rights 
of the pupils. It also asks that 
the defendants be required to 
pay all costs in the case.
